Paul Derouldede, Soldier, Patriot and 
Poet, Has Done Good Service 
for His Country. 


There was a time when Paul Deroulede 
Was one of the most popular men in 
France,

| tional discourses, He enlisted at once in 
he “Garde mobile de Belleville,” buf, 
charmed, no doubt, by the romantic and 
the Zouaves, he almost 
immediately obtained a transfer to one of 
their regiments, and set off for the frontier. 
One day when about an eight hours’ march 
from Reims, the Third Regiment of Zou- 
aves Was resting in a potato field, worn out 
and hungry, when Paul, hearing ome one 
call his name, looked up from the kelitle 
of soup he was watching, and saw his 
mother and his young brother Andre 
standing near by.

The feeling of Goy. Jones toward Mr. 
Davis became apparent when he was asked 
about the recent litigation between the 
latter and the insurance companies in Ar- 
kansas. 

“Arkansas was placed in a peculiar po- 
sition.’’ ‘he said, in reply to this question, 
“by the antics of our Attorney-General. 
He got it into his head that under our anti- 
trust law he could drive out of the State 
persons or corporations which were not 
parties to a trust in our State but which 
had some connection with trusts in other 
yarts of the world. His position was that 
f an insurance company, operating regu- 
larly in Arkansas, was a perty to a rate 
agreement in Hong Kong, it was violating 
the} Arkansas law. The Supreme Court 
thought ot'nerwise, and very properly 
knacked him out. Our anti-trust law is 
almost a copy of the Missouri statute, and 
Davis could do just what Crow has done 
if he would proceed on intelligent lines, 

‘ft am in favor of annihilating the trusts, 
I don’t believe they can be regulated. As 
I understand the’ object of this conference, 
it is to bring about harmony between as 
many States as possible on the method 
best adapted to warfare against trusté. 
It is possible that if a number of States 
in the South and West band themselves to- 
ether go make unceasing war on monopo- 
ies, mbinations and truste, they may 
créate a field in which competition will be 
fostered and given a chance to regain 
its old position. But I believe, how- 
ever, that if the fight is pushed vigorous- 
ly from both ends of the line the trusts 
can be destroyed, and normal, natural con- 
ditions restored.”’ 

Gov. Jones declared that the trust issue 
was|an absorbing one in his State. 

“You will find in the rural districts that 
men ‘have well-defined ideas of the trust 
question and can argue it intelligently. I 
can say, too, that they have not learned 
about the trust wholly from politicians and 
the newspapers. They have felt the pres- 
sure of trust conditions and hate them be- 
cause they have experience. Afkansans are 
simply rabid on the gubject. They are in 
for war, and nothing but war on the evil 
will satisfy them. ne of the most im- 
portant planks in. the next Democratic 
latform will be the one against trusts.

popular sentiment.”

FIRST CHINAMAN TO WEAR THE 
BLUE IS JIM TOW. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept.4’.—James Craig 
Tow is the first Chinaman to enlist in the 
United States army in time of war. Tow 
enlisted in the Thirty-fifth Regiment, Unit- 
ed States Volunteers, and was assigned to 
service in the Philippines. 

Tow was born in @onoma, this State, Dec, 
6, 1869, thus making him in his thirtieth 


year. His father, Own Men Young, is a 
wealthy Chinese wholesale merchant. He

He ac- 
cordingly left his old quarters and came 
south, stopping for a time in Los Angeles. 
Then he found his way into Santa Ana and 
followed the occupation of gardener for s®V- 
eral years. From this he became a _ mer- 
chant,conducting a large Japanese and Chi- 
nese store in this city fof several years. He 
is a favorite among the Chinese population 
of Santa Ana, and at the present time fs 
overseeing a large part of the Chinese 
business of the city, his countrymen hav- 
ing the utmost eonhdence in ‘his ability and 
honesty.

Five Negro Coal Miners 
Killed at Carterville. 


MILITIA PATROL THE TOWN. 


KILLING OF THE BLACKS SEEMS 
UPON TRIVAL EXOUSE. 


No Arrests Yet Made of the Men Who 
Committed the Murders and No 
One Can Be Found to Tell 
Who Is Guilty. 


OCARTERVILLB, Ill.; Sept. 18.—Soldiers 
are now patrolling the gtreets and 
guarding the Brush mine property 
against attack, as a result of the battle 
in which five colored non-union miners 
were killed and four were wounded yester- 
day. Although all is apparently quiet, it 
is feared that a further outbreak may come 
at any moment. 


So far no arrests of those who partict- 
pated in yesterday’s shooting have been 
made. 

our negroes are known to 
killed outright, while another 
died. General Manager Brush says that 
two more died of their wounds last night, 
making a total of seven, but Coroner Arm- 
strong denies this, and says that only five 
are dead. : 

Excitement was raised to a fever pitch 
this morni by the report that a party of 
19 white miners were arrested last night 
while on their way home from this place 
to Herrin. They were taken to Marion 
to-day. 

The Coroner’s jury is still in session and 
will probably not get through to-day. Very 
little evidence of any value has been intro- 
duced so far. Few people were at the 
scene of riot, and they fled to places of 
safety. It will be a difficult matter to iden- 
tify any of the slayers. Company C, Fourth 
Regiment I. N. G., of Carbondale, arrived 
here late yesterday afternoon and went out 
to the Brush mines, where they are now 
stationed. They will remain there only 
until the arrival of Company B of ‘Newton 
and F of Mount Vernon arrive to take their 
places. These companies are expected here 
this afternoon. 

Four of the negroes are badly wounded, 
but are expected to recover. 

he Hon. O. J. Page of ‘Metropolis and 
Postmaster James Landen of Murphysboro 
were within BW feet of the scene of the riot, 
which began, they declare, when one of the 
colored non-union miners fired a shot, They 
claim it was Sid Cummins who ffred. Cum- 
mins was shot twice through the head and 
died to-day. The other dead negroes are:

All these negroes were from Jellico, Tenn, 
Sam LBrowning and Jim Hayes are missing 
and thought to be dead. 

The funerals took place this afternoon. 
Mayor Zimmerman had the bodies prepared 
for burial. He conveyed the wounds i Cum- 
mins from the town to Greenville, which is 
inhabited by the negre non-union men at 
Lyvush’s shaft. 

Manager Donnelly sevs that the negroes 
of Greenville were frenzied when ihey 
heard of the killing of their comrades, and 
ti‘ed in every manner to zet rilles from the 
company’s magazine t¢ mahe an attack 
vn tre town. He prevenied them. but it is 
feared they may yet break from the cvum- 
pany’s control. 

Each of the dead men had heavy rev.l- 
vers and from tweniy-five to fer-y car- 
tridges. When the first shot was fired, men 
Fan irom all parts of the town with Win- 
chesters and revolvers, Each of the dead 
negroes was shot in the beerd. 

The battle occurred ghortiy after noon. 
But few people were on the streets at the 
time it occurred, many being at church 
and others at dinner. 

It is merely another chapter added to 
the mining trouble which has existed here 
for several months past, which began with 
the Lauder riot, June 8, in which one 
negro woman was killed. Since that time 
militia have been constantly Kept here until 
a week ago, when they were recalled by 
Gov. Tanner. 

After the militia left here the white union 

miners of this place ‘have objected to the 
non-union negro miners coming to town. 
Friday four negroes were met and ordered 
back to the mines. This seemed to anger 
the negroes, and early this merning 15 
of them started toward town, armed with 
Winchester rifles. Two of them came on 
into town, while the remainder awaited out- 
side the city limits for developments. The 
two were met and ordered at once to leave 
the city. They obeyed, but were very re- 
luctant, by their actions seeming to defy 
the white miners. ; 
The two negroes said they were going to 
the county seat to attend church services, 
In front of a meat market were several 
union miners, whose places had been filled 
at the Brush colliery by the negroes. 

Words passed between the men, and the 
colored men returned to the mines, claimin 
as they left that they would return wit 
help, and as their men knew how to shoot 
and were not afraid, they would run the 
union men out of the city. Whether their 
threats were real or not it ts true that 
about noon the negroes were seen coming 
down the highway that leads from the 
Brush mine to the city, there being 13 in 
the party. They passed through the city 
and to the depot, which is situated in the 
eastern part of the town, without being 
molested, or without any hostile demon- 
stration being made. The white miners 
were standing on the streets. 

At the depot thé negroes renewed the 
war of words, and fired one shot, the ball 
iercing the fleshy part of a small boy’s 
hand. fhite miners appeared on the scene, 
and the negroes at once threw rocks at 
the union men, who started down the main 
street of the city. The whites had not 
gone far before they were re-enforced by 
about 15 heavily armed men, who at once 
opened fire on the negroes. The negroes 
started to run, and were pursued by the

One 
of the white men then ran up and shot him 
through the head with a rifie. The shoot- 
ing took place immediately in front of 
Mayor Zimmerman’s house and in full view 
of several ladies seated on the porch. 

Communication with the mines could only 
be had by telephone, no one wishing to 
pass the guards stationed there. 

As soon as the battle was over the Mayor 
of the city, F. C. Zimmerman, deputized 
a large body of white men as marshals, and 
stationed them on the city limits, close to 
the Brush mines. His orders to the men 
were not to fire unless fired upon, but not 
to rmit the negroes remaining at the 
shaft to enter the city. This precaution 
was taken owing to the repeated threats 
of the colored men that they would burn 
the city and run the union miners 
their homes. 

Mr. Brush had for many weeks been pre- 
pared for an attack on/his shaft. He pro- 
cured a good supply of modern firearma, 
and had construct a cannon, which he 
intended to use, providing his shaft was 
attacked.

In 1896 a strike occurred at the Brush 
Mine. Since then Mr. Brush ag tried to 

te his shaft with non-union labor. In 
a efforts he has been partially success- 

The trouble which led up to yesterday's 
battle i@ of about one year’s standing. 
The affair began when, some months ag, 
he discharged several men who acted as 
& committee to adjust grievances. with 
his men. He caused the men to ve dis- 
charged, and refused shortly afterward to 
submit the-matter to the State Board of 
Arbitration. The other shafts, six in num- 
ber, united in an agreement that they woukd 
submit all their matters to the board and 
abide by the decision. Mr. Brush refused 
to be a party to this agreement, but gave 
the men his word that he would pay the 
same scale as the other operators in the 
same competitive field. 

The State Board of Arbitration met in 
Carbondale, and its decision, which was 
binding on the other operators, was for the 
33-cent scale. In an interview in Springfield 
the day after the decision was rendered 
Mr, Brush declared he would not pay 
the scale, and his mines were continued 
in operation when other shafts found it 
necessary to shut down. About 10 days 
after ‘Mr. Brush advanced his miners 
wages to 33%, cents. one-half of a cent 
above the scale, and also promised a much 
larger increase, providing the price of coal 
continued good, 

Everybody around the mines has taken 
sides in the matter. Some weeks ago Mr. 
Brush was assaulted in the streets of Mur- 
physboro, and since then he has employed 
a—body guard to accompany him. 

The Brush mine is in the hands of the 
Federal Court, with H. Bosworth of 
Springfield as receiver. It is the largest 
mine in the State, employing the greatest 
number of miners of any in the county, 
and the fight has been very bitter to force 
the union men upon the company. Sey- 
eral union miners are in jail at Marion 
upon the charge of murder, being impli- 
cated in the recent riot here, when a pass- 
enger train was fired into on the Tilinois

TANNER SAYS IT WAS MURDER. 
He Will Order the Entire Militia to 
Carterville If Necessary. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Sept. 18.—In a 
statement regarding the riot at Carterville, 

given out last night, Gov. Tanner says: 

“From all the information I have it would 
seem that these negro miners were waiting 
at the depot for the train, probably ex- 
pecting to leave the place temporarily or 
finaily. While I have no information as 
to whom or by whom the trouble was pre- 
cipitated, it seems to me from the brief 
facts above reported, and the further fact 
that no one was killed except the negro 
miners, that it was prearranged, precon- 
certed, premeditated murder. 

“If | am right in this conclusion, the peo- 
ple of Williamson County should use every 
means possible, and that. vigorously, to 
brine the parties guilty of this wholesale 
murder tb speedy justice, and in their ef- 
forts to do so, I promise them the co-oper- 
ation of the State, the whole National 
Guard, if necessary, to bring about the 
arrest and conviction of these parties, for 
the restoration of peace and good order in 
the county, and so I have advised the Sher- 
iff of Williamson County this afternoon 
by wire.”’

THE CASE OF MAMIE WHITE. 


SHE WAS SUPPOSED TO BE AT THE 
WORKHOUSE. 


While Under Penitentiary and Work- 
house Sentence She Was Arrested 
Many Times and Released 
on Paying Costs. 


Among the women who appeared in the 
Police Court Monday morning was Mamie 
White. A technical charge was oppesite 
her name and her case was continued until 
Wednesday. 

Mamie White's recor] is the most glar:ng 
the Post-Dispatch has yet presented 
among the Police Court cases. It shows 
that while she was under penitentiary sen- 


tence for grand Jarceny she has received 
many favors from the «court officials. 

But the most astovnding fact develtped 
by a careful search of the police <iepar:- 
ment’s police court and Workhouse records 
is that while she was supposed to be serv- 
ing a term in the Workhvuse, she was im 
fact at liberty. and was arrestsd no less 
than three times.

sourl penitentiary. Maggie Raymond ob- 
tained a new trial. Mamie White appealed 
her case to the Supreme Court, where it is 
still pending. 

All ofthe nolle prossquies in Mamle 
White’s record were entered while Thomas 
H. Peabody was judge, and while Harry 
Clover was attorney in the First District 
Police Court. Since Judge Kinsey and City 
Attorney Taylor bave been in office the 
records show that this woman, a convicted 
thief, has been shown clemency on five oc- 
casions in six months. Once she was proven 
to be a keeper. The minimum fine contem- 
plated by the ordinance is $50. This fine 
was cut In two, and she was allowed to pay 
$5 and costs, $13.0. On three other occa- 
sions, when the minimum fine is declared 
by the ordinance to be $10, she was released 
on the payment of $3.50 each time. Another 
time she was fined $10, the minimum fine. 
and on recommendation, was allowed to go 
the payment of § and costs. 

During the year 1897 Mamie White has 
been convicted of offenses which, if the 
minimum fine were assessed, would amount 
to $90. The records show she has paid only 
$35, a little over one-third of the amount 
fixed by ordinance. 

That Mamie White has been protected by 
some one betraying his official trust is 
borne out by the records. On May 3i, 1 
she was tried before Judge Thomas H. Pea- 
body on a charge of streetwalking. She 
was convicted and a fine of $20 and costs 
was assessed. She did not pay her fine. 
An execution was issued and shoe was sent 
to the Workhouse. Prisoners are alluwed 
50 cents per day while serving their sen- 
tence. At this rate her time would be 47 
days, making the expiration of her sen- 
tence fall on July 2. This includes the 
deduction of eight Sundays for which the 
prisoner is given no credit. 

The Workhouse records snow, so the 
Post-Dispatch was informed by the chief 
clerk at the Workhouse, that Mamie White 
was received there on June 2 and thar she 
served her full time and was released cn 


May 27. 

But if the police and police court recods 
are to be believed, Mamie White was not 
in the Workhouse all this time. Early in 
June she was arrested on the streets for 
streetwalking. Her case was set for trial 
on July 8, but she did not appear. On July 
20, a week before she should have been 
released from the Workhouse, she was 
again arrested by Pstrolman Finan and 
Falvey and was present in the Police Court 
in person to answer a charge of street- 
walking. She was discharged by Judge 
Peabody. 

Again, on July 2%, two days before her 
sentence expired, she was arrested by the 
same policemen. When her cage was called 
in the Police Court, on July %, she was not 
eeneees and her bond was ordered for- 
elted. 

In one of the two bond forfeiture cases 


against her and her bondsman was con- 
tinued generally. The court records do not 
ehow that any action was ever taken in 
the other case.

WM. NAGLE FATALLY STABBED 
BY JOHN M’LEAN.

ENCOUNTER IN A _ SALOON. 


Quarreled Over a Game of Cards and 
Fought Until One of the Com- 
batants Was Dead. 


John McLean, aged 40, stabbed and killed 
William Nagle, aged 3 years, a painter em- 
ployed at the American Car and Foundry 
Works, in Cease’s saloon, on Edwardsville 
road, Venice, Ill, about 7:30 o'clock Sunday 
evening. 
While engaged in a game of cards they 
became involved in a dispute, when Cease, 
the proprietor of the saloon, stepped be- 
tween them, and as he did so, it is said, 
McLean reached over Cease’s shoulder and 
struck Nagle below the left eye and in- 
flicted an ugly wound. Nagle grabbed a 
chair and hurled it with all his might at 
McLean. 
The combatants then fought hand to hand 
and Nagle was thrown to the floor, when 
McLean stabbed ‘him three times, twice 
through the heart, and made an ugly gash 
down his left side. 

Dr. G. W. Hess was immediately sum- 
moned. but Nagle died within ten minutes 


after the encounter. The cutting was done 
with an ordinary two-incn blade pocket- 
knife. 
Marshal Charles Phayer 
placed McLean under arrest, and the dead 
man was taken to his home, about one 
block away, where his wife was confined to 
her room with iliness. A heart-rendering 
scence was witnessed when the dead v 
of her husband was taken to her room, 
where she helplessly lay on the bed. ; 
The authorities telegraphed McLean's 
brother at Washington, Ind., and he Is ex- 
pected to arrive Monday afternoon. The 
witnesses of the affair are C. Kenney, J. F.

CORNELIEUS, JR.. REMEMBERED

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—The will of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt will not be probated nor 
its contents made public until young Al- 
fred Vanderbilt, the second son, can reach 
home. He ts now in the mountains of 
Japan. It will be four or five weeks be- 
fore he can arrive in New York, at the 
earliest. This decision was reached to-day 
by the members of the family and their 
lawyers at a conference in Senator De- 
pew’'s office. 

It has turned out that the will and cod- 
icils are in Mr. Vanderbilt’s own hand- 
writing. He wrote the original document 
several years ago, submitting the rough 
draft to Henry B. Anderson, Sr., his law- 
yer, and father of the present Henry B. 
Anderson, Jr., also the Vanderbilt attor- 
ney. Several codicils were added from time 
to time and also submitted to Mr. Ander- 
son. All in turn were revised by the law- 
yer, that each might be in proper legal 
form. Then they were returned to Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who copied the entire will and 
codicils out again in his own hand. 


That is the form in which the will was 
read after the funeral on Friday to the 
assembled family. It was not a long will. 
Mr. Vanderbilt had very clear ideas about 
the division of his vast estate and framed 
these ideas in very terse English, which left 
no doubt as to his intentions. He often told 
his lawyers that he did not wish his will 
crowded with a mass of legal verbiage. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., has not been 
disinherited because of his marriage to Miss 
Grace Wilson against his father’s wishes. 
Treasurer Rossiter of the New York Cen- 
tral is the Post-Dispatch’s authority for 
this statement, and Senator Depew con- 
firms it.
